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ARMY STANDARDS 


There is much basis for the 
complaint that our present army 
requirments are too drastic. This 
is one of the main reasons why 
there is so much difficulty in 
keeping our army recruited up 
te its desired strength. At pres- 
ent, when there is need of so 
many more volunteers for the 
regular army, the navy and the 
National Guard, it is especially 
unfortunate that thousands of 
eager young men, who are ex- 
eellent fighting stock, should be 
barred automatically because of 
nominal defects which are of little 
importance in modern warfare. 

The size requirements, which is 
so- strictly insisted on, seems 
especially absurd. In medieval 
days it was desirable that a sol- 
dier should be tall. His height 
and reach gave him an advantage 
in the hand-to-hand combats that 
constituted the bulk of the fight- 
ing. But we have, passed the 
stage of spars, swords and battle 
axes. Armies now fight at long 
distances. Rifles and high-power 
shells have eliminated the giant’s 
advantage. Indeed, in one import- 
ant respect size has become a 


-handicap, for it makes the soldier 
‘a better target for the enemy. 


Thus in the Russo-Japanese war it 
was always easier for the Japs to 
hit the Russians than for the Rus- 
Bians to hit the Japs. And even 
when it came to close grips, the 
Jap, showed himself the equal oi 
his big adversary. Medium or 
small stature is not an indication 
cf weakness. It usually indicates 
a greater endurance, which is the 
thing that counts. Foreign armies 
today recognize these facts. The 
British have found that men 
five feet high are not inferior in 
fighting power to men five. feet 
six or eight. 

It might be proper, too, to 
lower the standard a little with 
regard to eyes and teeth. It is 


certainly better, all times con-} 


sidered, that a soldier should be 
able to see perfectly without 
glasses. And yet the wearing of 
glasses doesn’t seem to interfere 
with shooting, which is a soldier’s 
main business. Many of the best 
civilian marksmen wear glasses. 
Col. Roosevelt, who is so near- 
sighted that he could not pass a 
strict army test, found his thick 
glasses no hindrance either in his 
perilous African hunting trip or 
in his Spanish war campaign. A 
surprising large proportion of 
German soldiers wear glasses, 
and certainly they have proved 
themselves effective fighters. Ger- 
many simply recognizes eye de- 
fects as inevitable, and has an 
oceylist with every regiment or 
brigade. 

Imperfect teeth, too, are not 
the handicap they formerly were. 
A modern soldier is not obliged 
either to bite off his eartriges nor 
to gnaw hardtack. It is enough 
if he has‘no dental cavities or ab- 
cesses to pain him and poison his 
system. And regimental dentists

ALLIES HAVE AWAKENED 


According to the news dis 
patches from the scene of the 
great Anglo-French offensive 
along the Somme, ‘‘the aceumv- 
lation of munitions behind the 
allies’ front is prodigious while 
the Germans’ stock is apparently 
less plentiful, as their reply is in 
the proportion of one shot for 
five. This leads to the impres- 
sion among abseryers that their 
extended front is not as well 
equipped as in previous battles.’’ 

What a different story is this 
from the one that was told less 
than two years ago, when the 
great war was just beginning. 
Then it was Germany. whose arm. 
ies showed such vastly superior 
equipment as to threaten the 
capture of Paris within thirty 
days, while England and France 
caught off their guard and_in- 
adequately prepared to: meet the 
fierce assault made upon them, 
fought desperately to preserve 
their very national existence. 

But Germany, while splendidly 
equipped for the early stages our 
the war, was not prepared to 
withstand the demands of a 
struggle of indefinate duration. 
Everything depended upon a 
vigorous prosecution of hostili- 
ties to the point where she could 
have access to the markets of the 
world to replenish her stores of 
munitions; for resourceful as the 
German people are, it was not 
vossible for them to make at 
home sufficient munitions — to 
keep the war going bevond a 
certain limit. When the allies 
made their stand almost under 
the guns of the fortifications of 
Paris and drove their enemies 
back, the first great blow to the 
German hopes was struck. 

For the British navy has ef. 
fectually blockaded German 
ports, has swept the seas clear 
cf German raiders and has kept 
open to the entente power the 
markets of the world in muni- 
tions. While Germany’s precious 
horde of munitions was gradually 
dwindling, her enemies were lying 
up, nearly as possible, an inex- 
haustible store. And now that the 
time for them to strike has come. 
the difference in equipment, once 
so strongly in favor of the Teu- 
tons, is now just as strongly in 
favor of the allies. 

It took the allies a long time 
after the war began to prepare 
themselves for its successful 
prosecution, but they seem to 
have accomplished this object at 
last.
